which draws her nearer to us, Notwillstanding
her unreflecting susceptibilities, Italy has equally
drawn nearer to us in 1deas, principles, snd in-
tereste, The September Counvention, whieh
fecures the Pontitieal interests, will be loyally
earried out,  Second-cluss naval forces are
arviving in the Baltie and Meditersancan, which
assure the hoerty of those seas, Apstrin, re.
heved of her Ttabian ind Geroan leauings, wud
no longer employing her torees in barrens pival-
ries, but concentrating them upon the easy of
Emope, still represents thiviy-tive millions ol
souls, whom no hostile iuterests sepurate
from France. By what sineular reaction of the
past upon the farure shall public apinion see,
not the alhies, hut the encinies ot France, i
nations Hbernted rom a prst that was hos
us, and now called to epter upon a new exist-
ence, guided by prineipies which sre our awn,
and ammaied by the sentiwents of progress
which forio the pacite link in socicty in Evrvope,

The circular proceeds to demonstrate that the
Emperor was right in accepting the part ot
mediator; on the contrary, he would have dis-
regarded his high respousibility of violating the
neutrality promised und proclaimed, had he
suddenly pluneed into the risk of & great war,
one of those wars which arouse the hatred of u
race, and in which whole nations meet m con-
flict,. “The Government,” continues the circu-
lar, “‘comprehends the annexations diciated by
the absolute necessity of uniting to & coun-
try populations having the same wao-
ners and the same national spirit. It can only
de-ire those territonnl segrandizements which
would not aflect 1ts principal cohesion, but must
always labor for its moral and political ageran-
dizenient, using its influences on behslf o1 the
great interests of civilization, Nevertheless, the
results of the late war teach an important les-
son, snd shuw the necessity which existe for the
detense of our territory, and for perfecting,
without delay, our military organization, The
nation' will not fail in this 'ing_'.', which cannot be

regarded as a Lhreat by any.”

I'n conclusion, the circular considers the politl-
cal horizon to be free from any threatening
contingencles, and expresses belisf in 4 lasting
pence,

Last evening was innogurated at the Acwdemy
of Music & grand serios of popular meetings,
under the auspices of the Union League, which
are destined to moke their mark in the pending
canvage in this city and State. The spacions
building was literally jammed with as select an
andience as hus ever be n congregated within
its walle, And we have grave doubts il there
was ever assembled therein & multitude who
were so wildly enthusiastic, and so heartily in
earnest in the support of & great and growing
canse.
